One  District  Nurse  provided  by  the  Sudbury  and  Ballingdon  Branch  of  the  Suffolk  Nursing 
Association. 

Local  Authority  gives  no  subsidy. 

There  is  no  home  nursing  provided  for  Infectious  Diseases. 

(i b )  Midwives. 

One  practising  in  the  District  provided  by  the  Sudbury  and  Ballingdon  Branch  of  the  Suffolk 
Nursing  x4ssociation. 

One  practising  privately. 

No  subsidy  given  by  Public  Health  Authority. 


(c)  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

There  is  a  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  under  the  West  Suffolk  County  Council  and 
attended  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

There  is  also  a  School  Clinic  run  bv  the  School  Medical  Officers  of  the  County. 

There  are  no  Day  Nurseries,  Tuberculosis  or  Venereal  Centres  in  the  Town.

Children  s  Hospitals. 

Fever  Hospital  situated  in  the  Borough.  Has  two  wards  only,  each  holding  eight  beds. 
These  are  used  for  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  or  Erysipelas  as  occasion  arises. 

Small  Pox  Hospital.  There  is  none  available  for  the  Town. 


(6)  Ambulance  Facilities.  * 

(a)  For  infectious  cases  a  horse  ambulance  in  maintained  by  the  Borough  Council. 

(b)  For  non-infectious  and  accident  cases  a  motor  ambulance  is  maintained  by  the  British 
Red  Cross  Society,  Suffolk  Branch,  at  Burv  St.  Edmunds,  16  miles  away,  and  this  can  be 
hired.  A  wheeled  stretcher,  the  property  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  is  available  for 
use.  Application  should  be  made  to  Mr.  Philip  Adams,  King  Street,  Sudbury,  for  this. 
For  accident  cases  a  police  stretcher  is  also  available. 


6. — Laboratory  Worlj. 

Examination  of  diphtheria  swabs  and  sputa  for  tuberculosis  is  made  at  the  laboratory  main¬ 
tained  by  the  County  Council  in  Bury  St.  Edmund’s. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  held  by  me,  and  is  issued  immediately  it  is  asked  for  by  the  local 
Medical  Men. 


7. — Bye-Laws. 

There  are  no  Bye-laws.  This  sometimes  renders  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  rather  difficult. 

8. — Sanitary  Adn?iiyistratiei>. 

An  important  work  put  in  hand  by  the  Corporation  at  the  Sewage  Outfall  Works  is  the  cleansing 
of  the  whole  of  the  media  in  the  Contact  Beds  and  the  provision  of  three  new  sludge  lagoons. 

This  was  primarily  a  measure  to  solve  the  unemployment  prevalent  in  the  district,  and  at  the 
same  time  is  going  to  be  of  great  value  in  the  efficient  working  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 


MILK  SUPPLY. 


v  There  is  ample  milk  supply  in  the  Town,  of  a  good  quality. 

Epidemic  Infantile  Diarrhoea  is  of  rare  occurrence. 

The  dairies  and  cow  sheds  are  kept  in  fair  order,  but  are  not  in  good  situations,  being  in  most 
cases  surrounded  by  dwelling  houses. 

The  Model  Regulations  made  in  August,  1906,  are  in  force. 

BAKE -.HO  USES. 

There  are  sixteen  bakehouses  in  the  Town.  No  breaches  of  regulations  were  found  when  visited. 
There  are  no  underground  bakehouses  in  the  Town. 

MEAT  SUPPLY. 

1.  Meat  inspection  is  carried  out  by  surprise  visits  occasionally. 

2.  There  is  no  public  Abattoir,  so  inspection  cannot  be  carried  out  in  any  other  way.  A  public 
Abattoir  is  very  desirable. 

3.  Slaughter  Houses.  There  are  10,  and  these  are  regularly  inspected.

No  action  was  required  under  this  Act.

Medical  Officer  of  Health  (part  time). 

One  Sanitary  Inspector  (part  time).  Member  Royal  Sanitary  Institute.  The  appointment  is  a 
double  one.  The  Borough  Surveyor  is  always  appointed  as  Sanitary  Inspector  also. 

The  Assistant  Inspector  appointed  last  year  left,  and  no  one  has  been  appointed  in  his  place. 
It  would  be  a  benefit  to  the  Town  if  this  were  done.
